REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1, 3 and 5-28 are allowed. The closest prior art of record, Kuwabara (US 
2002/0127395 Al), fails to teach a near- infrared ray absorption film comprising a composition 
containing a near-infrared absorbing dye having a maximum absorption in a range of 800 nm in 
wavelength to 1,200 nm in wavelength, and further containing a resin provided on a transparent 
substrate film, wherein a surfactant having an HLB of 2 to 12 is contained 0.01% to 2.0% by 
mass in the composition as instantly claimed. There is no other prior art teaching of a near- 
infrared ray absoiption film comprising a composition containing a near-infrared absorbing dye 
having a maximum absoiption in a range of 800 nm in wavelength to 1200 nm in wavelength, 
and further containing a resin provided on a transparent substrate film, wherein a surfactant 
having an HLB of 2 to 12 is contained 0.01% to 2.0% by mass in the composition as instantly 
claimed.
